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Firefighters 
continue to 
refuse calls 


Safety dispute enters 
second day as union 
calls for clarification

For the second day in a row, a cou¬ 
ple of dozen firefighters in HRM 
refused to respond 
to fires yesterday. 

The firefighters, 
who work out of 14 
stations outside the 
city core, are in a 
dispute with their 
employer about 
how many of them 
should be on a rig when attending 
a fire. 

A recent decision by the provin¬ 
cial Occupational Health and Safety 
appeal panel states that four-per¬ 
son crews are required as an initial 
response to a fire. 

Firefighter union president Paul 
Boyle said the union has a differ¬ 
ent interpretation of this mandate 
than Halifax Fire and Emergency 
Services. 

They take it to mean that four 
members should be on a fire- 
bound truck. The employer says as 


long as there are four firefighters 
at the scene, it doesn't matter how 
they arrived. 

Sometimes, though, one rig with 
only two members will show up to 
a fire anywhere from five to 30 
minutes before the second arrives. 

"That happens all the time," said 
Boyle. 

The two at the scene are left to 
sit and watch the 
building burn, even 
if there are people 
inside, until more 
firefighters arrive. 

One firefighter 
Metro spoke to yes¬ 
terday, who didn't 
want his name pub¬ 
lished, said if there were people in¬ 
side he'd have no choice but to try 
to save them. He said he would 
later be reprimanded for his ac¬ 
tions. 

If he was injured, he believes he 
wouldn't be covered by the em¬ 
ployer because he broke the rule. 

The union met with the fire 
service and the Labour Depart¬ 
ment yesterday. It's hoping the ap¬ 
peal panel will offer a clarification 
by the end of the week so things 
can get back to normal.

The 
victim is charged with possession 
of a weapon — a knife — and the 
16-year-old girl was charged with 
assault with a weapon and posses¬ 
sion of a weapon. 

On Tuesday, a 14-year-old girl 
was also charged with possession 
of a weapon. A16-year-old girl was 
charged with breaching a court 
order, and another girl, 17, will be 
arrested and charged with the 
same thing, since she is now living 
out of the province. Carr said the 
court order conditions stated these 
two girls weren't supposed to be 
around each other, but that night 
they were in the same group.

Low tuition draws 
Nova Scotians to 
N.L. university

Brandon Copeland is part of a 
growing number of students 
fleeing the province for much 
cheaper tuition at Memorial 
University of Newfoundland. 


"You're getting just as a 
good education here as you 
would paying double the 
price back home," said the 
first-year political science 
student, who's from 
Wolfville. 

"It's a no-brainer, right?" 

The number of Bluenosers 
going to the Rock has jumped 
more than 800 per cent over 
the last seven years, accord¬ 
ing to the Maritime Provinces 


Higher Education Commis¬ 
sion's latest figures. 

The numbers show 864 
Nova Scotians attended MUN 
in 2007-08 — that's 19 per 
cent more than last year. 


"The trend continues es¬ 
sentially," commission CEO 
Mireille Duguay said. 

The biggest draw is 
cheaper tuition. Students pay 
$2,550 at MUN. In Nova Sco¬ 


tia, they pay more than dou¬ 
ble that - on average, $5,878. 

'As long as that gap is there, 
our students are more likely 
to go to Memorial," Duguay 
said. 

Copeland says the price tag 
was the biggest factor for 
why he and two pals made 
the move. 

The 18-year-old, who's 
spending the summer in St. 
John's washing dishes at a 


restaurant, says he can pay 
tuition, live and eat in resi¬ 
dence at MUN for less than 
the price of tuition alone at 
any Nova Scotia university. 

The province recently de¬ 
cided to freeze tuition for all 
students over the next three 
years. Nova Scotia students 
who apply for student loans 
will get a bursary to offset tu¬ 
ition.

World junior bid gets 
boost from city council 


Not all councillors 
in support of 
using hotel levy

If Halifax wins the rights to 
host the 2010 IIHF world 
junior championship, it will 
have a $200,000 head start. 

Fred MacGillivray, presi¬ 
dent of the World Trade and 
Convention Centre, said the 
money granted by HRM 
council on Tuesday isn't for 
the bid itself, but it will go 
toward hosting the champi¬ 
onship if Halifax wins the 
bid. The winner will be an¬ 
nounced in a couple weeks. 

There were a few coun¬ 
cilors who weren't enthused 
about granting the money — 
collected from a hotel room 


levy — to a hockey tourna¬ 
ment. Dartmouth Centre 
Coun. Gloria McCluskey was 
one of them. 

"We have a blues festival 
coming up in 
Dartmouth 
and they 

won't give 
them one 

penny," said 
McCluskey 
yesterday, 
adding Dart¬ 
mouth hotels 
contribute to the levy fund. 

The 2009 world canoe 
championships will be ask¬ 
ing for money, but she said it 
seems only Halifax events 
get funding. 

Hockey is a good invest¬ 
ment, MacGillivray said. 
The last time the juniors 
were hosted here in 2003 the 
event made an estimated 


$20 million. 

"What they've got to rec¬ 
ognize is the size with the 
hockey is much bigger than 
some of the other events 
they're com¬ 
paring it to, 
and the re¬ 
turn on the 
investment is 
much 
higher." 

With vol- 
u n t e e r 
groups and 
the event manager still fresh 
from the men's champi¬ 
onship in May, MacGillivray 
said Halifax will be "ready to 
hit the road running" if they 
get the nod. 

Halifax is competing 
against bids from Winnipeg 
and Brandon, as well as 
Saskatoon and Regina.

Plans explained 
for Point Pleasant

It's not just the trees that will 
be brought back to life in Point 
Pleasant Park. 

HRM staff hosted a public 
meeting last night to explain 
their plan for restoring the 
park after hurricane Juan 
smashed through five years 
ago. 

About 70,000 trees have 
been replanted so far, but mu¬ 
nicipal planners are looking at 
more than the trees. 

Peter Bigelow, on the HRM 
staff, said there are strong 
First Nations assets in the 
park, as well as signs of early 
European settlements that 
were covered before Juan, 


and, of course, the military 
fortifications. 

"Some of them are in dismal 
condition and need to be sta¬ 
bilized, but people want ac¬ 
cess to them so you have to 
provide access without fur¬ 


ther deteriorating them." 

Plus, they want to build 
good washrooms, provide fa¬ 
cilities for food vendors, and a 
place where children on day 
trips can wait for a bus. 

"If we improve those serv¬ 


ices, more people will come 
and spend more time there." 

Brian Mombourquette said 
he just wants to make sure the 
spirit of Point Pleasant re¬ 
mains. 

"Largely, I'd like to see it re¬ 


stored to what it was. I'm not 
interested in seeing a sports 
field. We have lots of room for 
that already in the city, but we 
don't have very many natural 
woodlands." 

Bigelow said there's no fear 
of that. 

"It's going to be a natural 
park," he said. 

Charles Lane walked in 
feeling disgruntled with how 
the park was managed, but he 
changed his mind after look¬ 
ing at the plans. 

"There's been a very de¬ 
tailed, comprehensive study 
done," he said. "It's going to 
look good." 

It will take 60 to 80 years 
for the trees to be fully re¬ 
stored, but a there's a shorter 
timeline of 10 years for the 
building and restoration of 
park assets.

Youth spending 
less time in court 

DATA Young offenders are 
now spending less time in 
court. It now takes an aver¬ 
age of 89 days to get from 
their first appearance to sen¬ 
tence or acquittal. It used to 
take 134 days in 2004 and 
2005. 

Commissioner Merlin 
Nunn recommended cutting 
the time to 98 days in his 2006 
report. New data released 
yesterday shows the province 
has exceeded that goal. 

"Not only will this keep our 
communities safer, but re¬ 
search shows that youth of¬ 
fenders have a better 
understanding of how their 
behaviour leads to serious 
consequences if those conse¬ 
quences happen as soon after 
the offence as possible," said 
Justice Minister Cedi Clark.

Meeting gets real 
about fake goods 


Counterfeiting 
not a victimless 
crime, expert says

Bob Barchiesi has a saying: 
"If you can make it, they can 


fake it." 

That was apparent yester¬ 
day as more than 400 people 
from 50 countries gathered 
for an international intellec¬ 
tual property crime confer¬ 
ence in Halifax. 

On display were every¬ 
thing from fake handbags to 
fake circuit breakers — and 


stopping counterfeiting. It's a 
daunting problem. The in¬ 
dustry is worth about $500 
billion worldwide each year, 
says Barchiesi. 

In the last decade, fakes 
have dramatically improved 
their image so they look au¬ 
thentic. But on the inside 
there are often flaws — such 



many of them were indistin¬ 
guishable from the real thing. 

"If you knew where your 
money was going, you'd 
probably think twice about 
(buying counterfeit goods)," 
said Barchiesi, president of 
the International Anti-Coun¬ 
terfeiting Coalition. 

"The people that are en¬ 
gaged in the sale of counter¬ 
feit goods are often engaged in 
other nefarious criminal con¬ 
duct. It's been linked to or¬ 
ganized crime, it's been linked 
to funding terrorist organiza¬ 
tions. It's not victimless." 

The conference was a 
forum for police from around 
the world to share tactics for 


as batteries without the 
proper vents, so they explode. 

"Reputable companies 
have quality assurance. They 
do certain testing, and coun¬ 
terfeiters aren't doing that. 
They're there to make 
money," said Nada El-De- 
frawy of Consumer Product 
Safety Bureau with Health 
Canada. 

"We're finding in counter¬ 
feit shampoo there was some 
bacterial contamination. Or 
counterfeit toys fall apart re¬ 
ally easily. So you have small 
components that could be a 
choking habit for kids. It 
could be coated with lead."

learning to spot counterfeits 


Fake goods can look al¬ 
most identical to what 
they’re ripping off. Here 
are some tips to tell if 
what you’re buying is 
counterfeit: 

The price is the biggest 
giveaway. If something is 
new and yet half the 
price of what you’d ex¬ 
pect, it’s probably too 
good to be true. 

Spelling mistakes on 
packaging are a common 
way to spot a fake. Many 
counterfeit product pack¬ 
ages contain broken Eng¬ 
lish or typos like “Made In 


Cfnada." 

Check for low-tech pack¬ 
aging such as Saran Wrap. 

Be extra vigilant on the 
Internet. Sites like Kijiji 
or Craigslist don’t give 
the buyer much opportu¬ 
nity to examine what 
they’re buying before¬ 
hand. 

China is the largest pro¬ 
ducer of counterfeit 
goods. If a product claims 
to be from North America 
but has Chinese lettering 
somewhere on it, the 
product is likely a counter¬ 
feit.

LEGAL A Berwick man has to 
pay the pie men $25,000 in 
restitution. Ray Stanley 
McKenzie, 37, pleaded guilty in 
Kentville provincial court 
Wednesday, May 21, to 
defrauding Sarsfield Foods of 
more than $5,000. McKenzie 
was an employee of the 
company at the time of the 
offence. Judge Claudine 
MacDonald suspended 
sentencing on McKenzie for the 
fraud and imposed a term of 
two years’ reporting probation 
on him. She also ordered him 
to pay $25,000 in restitution to 
the company within 18 months. 

HOUSING Trenton Mayor 
Shannon Maclnnis says he will 
be the first to purchase a home 
in a new subdivision about to 
be built in the town. Last week, 
developer Jim Fitt announced 
plans to build the largest 


subdivision in Pictou County. It 
will feature 175 to 200 lots and 
will be located off Park Street, 
across from Trenton Park. “I am 
so confident this is a good idea 
I’ll be the first to buy a home,” 
says Maclnnis. 

FISHERIES With some 
forecasting a catastrophic

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Terror case 
continues 


Khawaja labelled 
courier by witness 

In the murky A1 Qaeda un¬ 
derworld, Canadian Momin 
Khawaja was a courier, a 
bomb maker and a 
steady source of 
cash, court was 
told yesterday. 

E-mails and an 
eyewitness account 
showed that the ac¬ 
cused 2 9-year-old 
terrorist was pre¬ 
pared to do whatever he 
could to support the jihadist 
movement based in Pakistan, 
including handing over thou¬ 
sands of dollars and recom¬ 
mending a suicide attack on 
Israel, the Crown's star wit¬ 
ness, Mohammed Junaid 


Babar testified. 

Justice Douglas Ruther¬ 
ford of Ontario Superior 
Court heard that Khawaja 
carried on e-mail conversa¬ 
tions about bomb making in 
2003, delivered 
items to A1 Qaeda in 
Pakistan and pro¬ 
vided a home for 
the "brothers" to 
stay in Rawalpindi. 
Khawaja is being 
tried by Rutherford 
without a jury. 

Khawaja has pleaded not 
guilty to seven offences, in¬ 
cluding helping to develop 
the bomb detonators, posses¬ 
sion of explosives, helping to 
finance terrorist activity and 
receiving terrorist training.

BERNARDO Anthony 
Hanemaayer’s acquittal 
yesterday for a 1987 sex 
attack committed by Paul 
Bernardo exposed what his 
lawyers call a multitude of 
problems plaguing Canada’s 
justice system, including the 
use of dangerous eyewitness 


evidence. Hanemaayer’s 
lawyers hope his wrongful 
conviction and the 20 years he 
spent paying for Bernardo’s 
crime will translate into 
compensation for their client 
and a police investigation into 
whether the serial killer 
committed other offences. 


BLACK A U.S. federal appeals 
court yesterday upheld the 
conviction of former press 
baron Conrad Black and three 
ex-colleagues found guilty last 
year of defrauding 
shareholders of Hollinger 
International Inc.

6 dead in Kentucky shootings 


Worker argued 
with boss before 
rampage: Police 

A worker at a plastics plant 
in Kentucky shot and killed 
five people inside the factory 
yesterday and wounded a 
sixth before killing himself, 


police said. 

Local media reports said 
the violence was triggered by 
a dispute the 2 5-year-old 
man had with a supervisor, 
who was among the dead. 

The police department in 
Henderson, Ky., said the man 
who did the shooting entered 
the Atlantis Plastics plant in

One local media report said most of the victims ap¬ 
peared to have been shot at random and were scattered 
around the plant. 


Henderson and began firing a 
handgun. He was not imme¬ 
diately identified. 

The shooter, who died of a 


self-inflicted wound, and one 
of his victims were pro¬ 
nounced dead inside the 
plant. 


Four others were pro¬ 
nounced dead after being 
taken to hospitals and a sixth 
victim was in stable condi¬ 
tion at a hospital in Evans¬ 
ville, hid., police said. 

Atlantis, which has a num¬ 
ber of U.S. plants, produces 
molded plastics at the Hen¬

N.S. companies least 
optimistic in country 


Industry report 
says costs led to 
confidence tumble

Nova Scotia's businesses are 
the most pessimistic in the 
country, according to an in¬ 
dustry report. 


A barometer of confi¬ 
dence among small and 
mid-sized companies con¬ 
ducted by the Canadian Fed¬ 
eration of Independent 
Business found our busi¬ 
nesses the least optimistic in 
the country. 

In a statement released 
yesterday, the association 
said fuel, energy and labour 
costs led to a 'tumble' in 


confidence in June. 

Leanne Hachey, CFIB 
spokeswoman, said Nova 
Scotia is at the bottom be¬ 
cause other provinces have 
provided tax relief to help 
out businesses. 

'And that, in addition to 
all of these cost spikes is 
taking its toll on businesses, 
families and communities."

Caterpillar rumoured to be 
reconsidering Halifax: 

Industry sources have suggested 
that Caterpillar Inc. is planning to 
move its shipping through the Port 
of Halifax again. The heavy-equip¬ 
ment manufacturer moved its 
business to Norfolk, Va. in March, 
taking an estimated 25,000 con¬ 
tainers of import and export busi¬ 
ness out of the city. The company 
left Halifax over concerns about 
CN rail service to Chicago, which 
was inconsistent through the win¬ 
ter. Transit time to Chicago is 
shorter from Halifax than from 


Norfolk, giving HRM an edge. Indus¬ 
try representatives are tight-lipped 
about the subject.

Credit card firms, 
banks offer many 
different incentives 

et's say you were walk¬ 
ing through a store and 
you came across a pair 
of shoes you really wanted, 
but it was expensive enough 
for you to say, "Well, I don't 
really need them." But what 
if buying those shoes earned 
you points towards some¬ 
thing bigger in the future, 
such as movie passes or 
plane tickets? All of a sudden, 
that price tag may 
not seem so 
high. 

That's ba¬ 
sically how 
loyalty and 
reward pro¬ 
grams work: 

In exchange for shopping ex¬ 
clusively with a retailer or by 
paying a certain way, cus¬ 
tomers are in turn rewarded 
with points they can turn in 
for luxury items. And Cana¬ 
dians have been participating 
in them for years — Cana¬ 
dian Tire has been doling out 
their own dollars and cents 
since 1958. 

Loyalty programs boost 
profits and provide research 
for big businesses — and 
each of them have different 
rewards initiatives based on 


the type of customer they're 
trying to attract. Metro asked 
major banks and credit card 
companies across the coun¬ 
try to present some of their 
most successful rewards pro¬ 
grams. Here's what we came 
up with from the ones that 
responded to our queries, and 
you can compare them: 

SCOTIABANK: It has a few, 
but its most dynamic is their 
Scene program, according to 
John Doig, senior vice-presi¬ 
dent of marketing, 
sales and service. 
It's a joint ven¬ 
ture with Cine- 
plex targeted at 
movie-goers 
and has gained 
more than 
810, 000 members in 12 
months. Customers get an 
immediate 10 per cent off on 
movie concessions and earn 
points through buying tickets 
at Cineplex theatres. Re¬ 
wards include free movie ad¬ 
missions. 

CIBC: This bank boasts its 
Aerogold Visa card — one of 
the country's biggest — as its 
most valuable rewards initia¬ 
tive. On average, 2,000 Aero¬ 
gold members fly for free 
every day, says Ernie Jo- 
hannson, senior vice-presi¬ 


dent of marketing for CIBC 
retail markets. Cardholders 
earn one mile for every dol¬ 
lar spent, redeemable for 
flights and other reward 
items. Other features include 
guaranteed hotel reserva¬ 
tions, insurance coverage 
and discounted car rentals. 
The bank recently launched a 
program where customers 
get 1.5 miles per dollar if they 
shop at gas, grocery or drug 
stores. 

RBC: One-stop shopping is 
the name of the game with 
RBC's Visa Avion program. 
Customers earn points 
through use of the card and 
can then redeem points for 
travel with any airline, mer¬ 
chandise, gift cards (among 
them Future Shop, Golf Town 
and Starbucks) 
and can even 
contribute to 
RRSPs, RESPs 
or mortgage 
and loan pay¬ 
ments. The 
program also lets 
the more altruistic consumer 
make donations to charities. 

BMO: This bank has gone 
beyond the use of points with 
credit cards and expanded 
into debit card use. Its cus¬ 
tomers can now collect Air 


Miles by paying with their 
BMO debit card. BMO media 
rep Ralph Marranca says a 
major reason for this was 
that last 
year, the 
number of 
debit transac¬ 
tions in 
Canada sur¬ 
passed the 
number of 
credit card transactions for 
the first time. One of their 
biggest credit card programs, 
Marranca notes, is the re¬ 
vamped BMO Mosaik Gold 
MasterCard, where cus¬ 
tomers can get a 20 per cent 


discount on Air Miles re¬ 
demptions, among other ben¬ 
efits. 

TD: The bank's TD Visa Infi¬ 
nite Card touts variety as its 
major selling point, offering 
cardholders "book any way" 
flexibility, travel insurance 
and services. You can apply 
your points — three TD 
points for every $ 1 you spend 
on the card — towards deals 
or promotions with the travel 
agency, hotel or airline of 
their choice. 

AMEX: This credit card 
company's AeroplanPlus 


program offers one travel 
rewards mile for every dol¬ 
lar spent on the card (Gold 
members get 1.25 miles per 
dollar after they've pur¬ 
chased $10,000 with the 
card within a year). In addi¬ 
tion, AMEX offers a Blue 
Sky credit card, where 
members pay no annual fees 
and can redeem their re¬ 
wards for any airline, hotel, 
cruise or car rental. Card¬ 
holders get 1.25 Blue Sky 
Points for every $1 of pur¬ 
chases on the card, and free 
redeemable travel starts at 
10,000 points.

Accessibility key aspect of successful programs 



Younger collectors of rewards points are more likely to trade them in for 
technology and short trips, experts say. 


Must be able to 
exchange points 
for rewards quickly 

I nitiatives to get your exclusive 
business are a dime a dozen: 
Everywhere you look, companies 
and retailers offer you bonus miles, 
points, exclusive deals and club 
memberships. But businesses know 
that a customer's wants evolve and 
so must their programs to keep you 
interested in investing your time 
and money with them. Here's a look 
at what the experts call some of the 
latest trends in loyalty and rewards, 
and what the successful ones 
should have. 

Reward programs, retail or other¬ 
wise, do huge business in Canada, so 
much so that setting up shop in this 
country without one is next to un¬ 
thinkable. The Hudson's Bay Com¬ 


pany, for example, offers its HBC Re¬ 
wards program through all its out¬ 
lets: The Bay, Zellers and Home 
Outfitters. It also offers its program 
through Esso gas stations. 

Kelly Hlavinka, managing partner 
of Colloquy, a Cincinnati, Ohio-based 
loyalty marketing researcher, says 9 


out of 10 Canadians participate in 
some manner of rewards program 
(as opposed to 5 out of 10 in the U.S.). 

"Canadian customers are clearly 
looking for more value when they 
spend their money," she says. "More 
consumers are expecting loyalty 
and reward programs from the 


companies with which they do 
business." 

Accessibility is of key importance, 
says Neil Everett, senior vice-presi¬ 
dent and chief marketing officer of 
Air Miles. For a loyalty program to 
succeed, customers must be able to 
exchange their points for rewards 
fairly quickly after signing up, and 
there has to be a wide range of re¬ 
deemable items for different con¬ 
sumers. Boomers, for example, are 
trading in for flights and cruises, 
families exchange for amusement 
park passes, and younger collectors 
(under 30) are choosing technology 
and short trips. 

"It's starting with identifying 
your customer and the kind of loy¬ 
alty you're trying to create, and tied 
to that is your business objective," 
said Everett. "You have to create the 
right incentive and aspirations and 


make it attainable." 

Hlavinka forecasts a bright future 
for reward programs. More of them 
will be geared towards women (oth¬ 
erwise known as the primary finan¬ 
cial decision-maker in consumer 
data collecting circles) and techno¬ 
logical items such as mobile phones 
will be more in demand. Experience 
rewards such as trips will continue 
to be among the most popular, re¬ 
sulting in a wider range of travel 
packages being offered. 

Soothsaying aside, she notes that 
a good rewards program, at its 
heart, should be an accurate reflec¬ 
tion of how its customers spend 
their money. 

"It's really a direct result of what 
customers are engaging in, and the 
different items they're redeeming 
their points for," she says.

Firms not likely to 
mine your details, § 
privacy expert says |

Y ou know the drill: You 
head to the checkout 
with your shopping basket 
and give the salesperson your 
loyalty and rewards card. 
They scan it, you pay, and 
you're that much closer to 
your reward. 

Understand, however, that 
these types of programs are 
often two-way streets, and 
there's a price for the extra 
benefits you can get: While 
you're racking up bonus miles 
and points, retailers are keep¬ 
ing track in their own way by 
recording your purchasing in¬ 
formation — and are privy to 
data that can tell them when 
and where you've shopped, 
how much you've spent, and 
even the items you've bought. 

"They (businesses) can take 
a look at your transactions 
and see that you may have a 
lot of money for discretionary 
spending and then market to 
you accordingly," says Michael 
Janigan, executive director 
and general counsel with the 
Public Interest Advocacy Cen¬ 
tre in Ottawa. "Or they might 
look and see that you pay by 
Visa for amounts as low as $7 
— you may be accessible to 
advertisements for payday 
loans. There's a whole wealth 
of information that can be 
mined in that circumstance. 
What is marketed to the cus¬ 
tomer as an incentive to shop 


at a store is actually some¬ 
thing quite different." 

You can get a fair idea of 
what businesses are looking at 
by the kind of junk mail you 
get, but would it be possible 
for a marketer, if they were in¬ 
terested in finding out, to elec¬ 
tronically rifle through your 
shopping basket to find out 
what kind of condoms you're 
buying? In some programs, 
yes. While federal privacy 
laws under PIPEDA (Personal 
Information Protection and 
Electronic Documents Act) 
dictate businesses require 
your consent to collect or even 
disclose such information, 
contracts with these types of 
programs are entirely one¬ 
sided, says Janigan. 

But big business retailers 
and service companies are 
often too busy to care about 
the fine details of your spend¬ 
ing habits, says David Fraser, 
a privacy lawyer with Hali¬ 
fax-based firm Mclnnes 
Cooper—noting in-house loy¬ 
alty programs (a store that 
sets up and runs its own, for 
example) are more likely to 
mine specific information for 
inventory purposes than those 
offered across several stores. 

A 2002 investigation by the 
federal Privacy Commissioner 


found that Air Miles — 
Canada's largest rewards pro¬ 
gram at 9.8 million members 
and counting — collects only 
basic data from the transac¬ 
tion: The date, store address 
and name, dollar value, num¬ 
ber of miles earned and occa¬ 
sionally the category of 
purchase and the type of Air 
Miles card carried. 

With the wide popularity of 
loyalty programs (more than 
eight million people have 
Shoppers Drug Mart's Opti¬ 
mum card, for instance), 
Fraser adds businesses have 
too much to lose by scrutiniz¬ 
ing your personal spending 
habits. The last thing they 
want is for you to opt out of 
their initiative. 

"Not everybody is con¬ 
cerned about privacy, but in 
Canada enough are that it just 
doesn't make business sense 
to alienate those people," says 
Fraser. "They (merchants) get 
some value from disclosing 
that information to marketing 
companies, but the value that 
they get is not overridden by 
the damage to the relationship 
with the customer if they did 
it without their OK."

Many ways to maximize your points

Saving up your reward 
points for free flights and TVs 
is an admirable goal, but 
what if you don't have 
enough points for the big 
stuff? Fear not — there are 
many ways to stretch your 
reward spending. 

The first thing to do is 
make sure your reward card 
is giving you the best reward 
returns on your purchases. 
Spending a few bucks on an¬ 
nual fees might be worth it to 
give you the best collection 
rate for points. 

For example, Aeroplan 
gives users up to double or 
triple the amount of points, 
depending on what level of 
program-approved credit 
card you use for purchases, 


while BMO offers a similar 
reward structure with a 
Bronze Mosaic Air Miles card. 

The next thing to do is re¬ 
alize you don't have to save 
up thousands of miles just to 
get some use out of your 
points. Air Miles customers, 
for instance, can trade points 
for gift cards, grocery cards 
and gas cards. Even as few as 
25 Air Miles can get you a 
movie pass. 

Perry Schwartz, senior 
manager of public relations 
for Air Miles, says the reward 
system is designed to let peo¬ 
ple choose rewards they can 
use on a daily basis. 

"It's built around everyday 
spending. If people just do 
what they're doing every day, 
they can hit that 25 miles re¬ 
ward rather quickly," 
Schwartz said. 


BMO also offers Air Miles 
rewards using your debit card 
from a savings account, and 
most rewards programs give 
regular promotions such as 
seasonal discounts of flights 
booked using reward miles. 
Retail stores frequently run 
bonus reward miles promo¬ 
tions too, so keep an eye out 
for chances to rack up a few 
extra points with your grocery 
or drugstore purchase. 

While several websites 
allow you to consolidate your 
reward points from different 
sources, be aware that most of 
them take a heavy cut of your 
points in the exchange, some¬ 
times as much as 50 per cent. 
Do your research, pick the re¬ 
ward point program that is 
right for you and stick with it 
to maximize the spending 
power of your points.

Lahm's late goal 
helps favourites 
advance to final 


EURO2008 


Germany beat Turkey 3-2 in 
another Euro 2008 thriller 
yesterday to line up a final on 
Sunday against either Russia 
or Spain and end their oppo¬ 
nents' roller-coaster ride 
through the tournament. 

Turkey, who saved them¬ 
selves with late goals in three 
previous matches, appeared 
to have repeated the feat 
when Semih Senturk equal¬ 
ized to make it 2-2 in the 86th 
minute and seemingly force 
extra time. 

But Germany, who had 
been second best for most of 
the match against a side rav¬ 
aged by suspensions and in¬ 
jury, took a page from 
Turkey's book and came back 
themselves in the final 
minute of normal time to 
snatch victory at St Jakob 
Park in Basel, Switzerland. 

Defender Philipp Lahm, 
who had failed to stop the 


cross that led to Turkey's 
equalizer, emerged as the 
match-winner after playing a 
one-two with Thomas Hit- 
zlsperger and lashing the ball 
high into the net past goal¬ 
keeper Rustu Recber. 

"It was one of most beau¬ 
tiful moments in my life, get¬ 


ting into the final," Lahm 
said. "That's always beauti¬ 
ful. We missed that at the 
(2006) World Cup. Today it 
worked out. We want to win 
the title," he said. 

Turkey coach Fatih Terim 
congratulated Germany and 
added: "I am proud of my 


players and think their will to 
play well, and the technical 
support, all came together 
and they were able to show 
the world what a good team 
they were. 

"I think we are leaving as 
the most colourful team of 
the tournament." reuters 


Djokovic turfed at 
All England Club 


Safin cruises to 
big win over Serb 

A dazed Novak Djokovic was 
jettisoned from Wimbledon 
yesterday and his fellow 
Serb Ana Ivanovic was lucky 
not to suffer the same fate 
on a day of high drama at the 
All England Club. 

Third seed Djokovic be¬ 
came the biggest name to 
tumble out of the grasscourt 
championships when he was 
dumped in the second round 
by Marat Safin. 

The Russian broke down 
Djokovic's weak resistance 
for a 6-4, 7-6, 6-2 victory on 
a surface he claims to hate. 

Nathalie Dechy could 
have completed a bad day 
for the Serbs when she came 
within a whisker of knock¬ 
ing out world No. 1 Ivanovic 
in a nerve-jangling contest. 

But a lucky netcord, at 
match point down in the 
second set, allowed Ivanovic 
to stage a great escape and 
she shrieked in delight after 
completing a pulsating 6-7,

Crookshank sad 
to leave Halifax

Halifax Rainmen all-star Eric 
Crookshank made his decision 
to sign in Finland with his 
head, not his heart. 

The 6-foot-8 forward left 
the Rainmen on Monday to 
ink a one-year contract with a 
team named Componenta in 
Karkkila — a city with a pop¬ 
ulation of less than 10,000. 

"I'm excited, but it's with 
mixed emotions," Crookshank 
said. "I want to be in Halifax. I 
want to be in Halifax playing 
basketball.

Componenta primarily for fi¬ 
nancial reasons. He called it a 
"comfortable contract," and 
said the team pays for his car, 
a place to stay, food and fam¬ 
ily visits. There is also bonus 
money for individual and 
team success.

"It's going to be tough in a 
whole other country, but 
someone's gotta feed my fam¬ 
ily," said Crookshank, who 
was one of 12 players 
crammed into the Rainmeris 
$ 120,000 salary cap. "I'm wor¬ 
ried about my finances as of 
right now." 

Crookshank currently lives 
alone, but financially supports 
his 24-year-old sister, who 
fives in Atlanta. 

"We lost our mother five 
years ago and ever since I've 
been a parent to my sister," 
Crookshank said. "When my 


mother passed, my sister didn't 
know what to do with herself. 

I've got to make sure she's OK. 

That's what I'm doing this for." 

The Oakland, Calif., native 
also believes he is making the 
right move for his basketball 
career. The Korisliiga is the top 
pro basketball league in Fin¬ 
land, and he said Componenta 
wants him to be the "face of 
the organization." 

"I've got to go over there 
and prove myself," he said. 

"I'm very confident. I don't re¬ 
ally care who I'm playing 
against — I feel I'm a force to 
be reckoned with wherever I 
play." 

Crookshank, who averaged 
a double-double with the 
Rainmen last season, didn't 
rule out a return to Halifax 
some day.

Professional 
organizers help 
with your clutter

Clutter, clutter, toil and trou¬ 
ble — this is an all-too- 
familiar cycle that many 
homeowners struggle with. 
Big homes and busy lives 
compound into a sometimes 
unmanageable mess. That's 
where Jane Veldhoven comes 
in. 

As a professional organizer 
with her own company—Get 
Organized! Professional Serv¬ 
ices — Veldhoven knows 
what it takes to get any disas¬ 
ter cleaned up. Her career isn't 
just about organizing closets, 
though. Organizers assess and 
fix any aspect of your life — 
your home, your office, your 
filing, even your clogged e- 
mail inbox. 

In 2001, Veldhoven hap¬ 
pened upon a website adver¬ 
tising professional organizers 
and she quickly realized it 


was an ideal career path for 
her. 

"Interestingly enough, peo¬ 
ple either come from the same 
side as I do, where they're 
naturally an organized person 
and they really enjoy organiz¬ 
ing and they want to teach 
other people to be that way, or 


some organizers come from 
the other side, where they 
were very disorganized and it 
affected their life in a bad way, 
so they took the steps to be¬ 
come organized and they now 
share that information with 
other people," she explains. 

"We've learned through 


studies within the business 
that 25 per cent of people nat¬ 
urally have organized brains 
— they can take a mess and 
turn it into organization. The 
other 75 per cent of people 
would stand there and go, 'Uh, 
oh.'" 

Whether your house is just 
messy or your whole life 
seems to be a complete disas¬ 
ter, Veldhoven says there is a 
common thread — time. 

This time of year is espe¬ 
cially stressful in many house¬ 
holds, Veldhoven points out. 

"Paper is a huge issue in 
people's houses, especially if 
they've got children — 
they've got bills and state¬ 
ments, and then especially at 
this time of year when kids 
are bringing everything home 
from school, there's paper 
everywhere," she says. "I've 
seen people just leave the 
binders and papers until the 
end of August, and then 
there's a big panic when it's 
time to go again in September. 
It's a better time of year to do 
that now, rather than letting it 
loom all summer." 


tips from a professional organizer 


Professional organizer 
Jane Veldhoven has some 
tips to help even the most 
disorganized and misman¬ 
aged. 

The most important part 
of an organizing project is 
to determine a goal. Why 
do I want to get organized? 

Remember that having 
an organized home is more 
about the way it functions 
than the way it looks. 
“Don’t be deceived by 
what you see on TV," she 
says. “It’s normally not 
possible for people to keep 
it looking like that; organ¬ 
izing is more about making 
the space work than all the 
pretty labels." 

There is no such thing as 
being perfectly organized. 
“That’s what stresses a lot 
of people out; it can’t be 
perfect. We find a lot in 
our business, that if I come 
in and transform a space 
like that for you, I’m still 
going to have to come in 
afterward and help you 
learn how to maintain it 
because what you’re trying 
to do is break a lot of 
habits you’ve had for a 
long time." 

The key to organizing is 
having a home for every¬ 
thing and being able to 
find things when you need 
them. 


Start with something 
small. “If I’m going to re¬ 
organize an entire kitchen, 
I’m not going to expect to 
do it all at once. I think 
that’s where a lot of peo¬ 
ple get frustrated and quit, 
because they start some¬ 
thing huge that they can’t 
finish. Start with one cup¬ 
board and when it’s fin¬ 
ished and clean and 
perfectly organized, you’ll 
have something to show 
for your efforts." 

When editing down your 
possessions, focus on what 
you use right now and 
what you really love. 

Don’t shop for containers 
or shelving until you have 
finished sorting and purg¬ 
ing, and have decided 
where you will store every¬ 
thing. “We all want to do 
this because it’s the most 
fun, but the trouble is, you 
bring the containers home 
and you go to put the stuff 
in it and it doesn’t fit and 
then the container doesn’t 
fit where you intended it 
to go either. It’s important 
to measure the space as 
well.” 

Set up 15 to 30 minutes 
EVERY day to pick up and 
put away — if your sys¬ 
tems are successful, this 
should be quick and easy.

'Condos are different beasts'

Know what you 
are getting into 
before you buy

Imagine moving into your 
new condo and going to your 
first condo meeting, only to 
discover the roof is leaking 
and you're getting billed 
$ 2 , 000 . 

It won't matter that you 
just moved in. Once you own 
a condominium, you have to 
share in the expenses. That's 
why it's so important to 
know exactly what you're 
getting into before you buy. 

"Condos are different 
beasts. You've got to be really 
careful," said Dave Kerr, bro¬ 
ker at the Dartmouth office 
of Royal LePage Atlantic. 

The first thing to check is 
the estoppel certificate, says 
Kerr. 

Condo owners pay 
monthly fees into a reserve 
fund to pay for things like re¬ 
pairs. The estoppel certificate 
will tell you if your condo is 
financially secure with a 
healthy reserve fund that can 
handle predicted expenses. 

If it's not and something 


new comes up, you get a 
share of the bill based on the 
square footage you own. And 
there's no way out of it. 

"When that comes along, 
it's not something you can 
say, 'Yeah I'll pay that when I 
get around to it.' You're ex¬ 
pected to pony up right now, 


or they can foreclose on you," 
said Kerr. 

Kerr says the most impor¬ 
tant thing is to get a good re¬ 
altor and lawyer who are 
used to dealing with condo¬ 
miniums to guide you 
through the process.

Making a splash 


I f you think a backyard 
pool means a rectangu¬ 
lar or kidney-shaped 
pool with a blue liner, 
think again. Pools these 
days can be so much more. 
The design team is thrilled 
to see some exciting new 
trends emerging in this 
area. 

Pools were often thought 
of as purely recreational 
space for swimming, float¬ 
ing, splashing, playing vol¬ 
leyball, performing 
cannonballs, and the like. 
They still are, but they can 
also be designed to look 
like natural pools so they 
fit seamlessly into the envi¬ 
ronment. They can be de¬ 
signed as a spa, with water 
jets, seating and tempera¬ 
ture controls.

Grill low and slow

Summer just isn’t summer 
without ribs on the grill and 
the secret to succulent ribs is 
time. These ribs require very 
little effort, just patience. 
Allow two hours from start 
to finish, fortunately with 
only an occasional check. 
Turn your barbecue into an 
outdoor oven and let it do 
the cooking. Buy the meatier 
back ribs rather than side 
ribs or spareribs. Rub with 
seasonings, cook low and 
slow and brush with a smoky 
sauce near end of cooking. 

Slow Cooked Smoky 
Back Ribs 

Chipotles are both smoky and 
quite spicy, so adjust amount to 
your taste. Alternately brush ribs 
with your favourite smoky barbe¬ 
cue sauce. Serve with baked po¬ 
tatoes, corn and cold beer. 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 slabs of back ribs, about 3 
lbs (1.5 kg) in total 

Rib Rub: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) each: Ground 
cumin and coriander 
1-1/2 tsp (7 mL) each: Chili 
powder and brown sugar 
1 tsp (5 mL) each: Salt, pep¬ 
per and paprika 
1/2 tsp (2 mL) cayenne

Sauce: 

7-oz (198 g) can chipotles in 
adobe sauce 

1/4 cup (50 mL) brown sugar 

METHOD: Remove the thin 
membrane from undersides 
of ribs and trim off any ex¬ 
cess fat. Rub evenly with 
rub mixture. If time per¬ 
mits, let stand 20 minutes. 

Cook ribs over indirect 
heat — after preheating bar¬ 
becue, turn one burner off 
and reduce heat on other 
burner(s) to low. Place ribs 
on unlit side, close lid and 
cook for 1 -1/4 to 1 -1/2 hours, 
turning over and rearranging 
occasionally. Place an oven 
thermometer in barbecue to 
check temperature is about 
300°F (150°C). Ribs are done 
when you can ’wiggle' the 
end of the rib bones and the 
meat is 'relaxed'. 


Puree entire can of chipo¬ 
tles and adobe sauce in 
small food processor or 
blender. Measure out 1/4 
cup (50 mL) and combine 
with brown sugar. Brush 
ribs with sauce mixture and 
cook another 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 

Rib tips: 

• Rain check — for an alter¬ 
native cooking method, 
arrange ribs on a rack set in 
a shallow baking pan. Cook 
in 300°F (150°C) oven as 
above. 


• Freeze remaining pureed 
chipotles in small amounts 
to use later in chili, for a 
mopping sauce to brush on 
grilled chicken or pork, or 
stirred into mayonnaise for 
a spicy, smoky dipping 
sauce. 

• The Right Rib — Back ribs 
are from the blade and cen¬ 
tre section of a pork loin and 
are meatier than side ribs (or 
spareribs). One rack weighs 
about 1-1/2 lbs (750 g). Plan 
on 3/4 to 1 lb (375 - 500 g) 
per person. Side ribs are cut 
from the belly or side and 


the ribs are longer and less 
meaty than back ribs. Plan 
on lib (500 g) per person. 

Rub tips: 

• Rubbing meat with a 
flavourful blend of herbs 
and spices before cooking 
works like a dry marinade, 
providing great flavour and 
sealing in moisture. 

• Dry mixtures are a low fat 
way to add maximum 
flavour in minimal time and 
they work equally well on 
small or large pieces. While 
you can buy seasoning mix¬ 
tures, it’s easy to create your 
own blends and with much 
less salt, which tends to 
draw moisture out of meat. 
Make sure your herbs and 
spices are fresh for best 
flavour and feel free to be 
creative. 

• As a guideline, use about 1 
tbsp (15 mL) to season a 
pork chop, chicken leg or 
steak. Use about 2 to 3 tbsp 
(30 to 45 mL) to season a 
rack of ribs, whole chicken 
or a roast. For lean meats, 
such as skinless chicken, 
mist or lightly brush sea¬ 
soned meat with vegetable 
oil before cooking.

Grilling tips for 
best flavours 


METHOD Barbecue grills are 
not noted for being non-stick, 
so here are a few tips to help 
prevent your food from be¬ 
coming one with the grill. 

» Each time you've finished 
barbecuing, burn off the re¬ 
mains. Let the gas grill run 
on high for 10 minutes (cov¬ 
ered), then cool and scrape 
clean. This also prevents lin¬ 
gering flavours from going 
rancid and mid-night rac¬ 
coon raids. 

» Before you start up the bar¬ 
becue, lightly brush cold 
grates with vegetable oil or 
use an oiled paper towel. 

» Make sure grill is suffi¬ 
ciently hot, allow at least 10 
minutes to preheat a gas bar¬ 
becue; and 45 minutes for a 
charcoal grill or when the 
coals are covered in gray ash. 
Cook initially at high or 
medium-high heat to sear 
both sides of meat, then re¬ 
duce to medium or low. Close 
lid to hold in heat.

Once brownies have cooled, 
using a small round cookie 
cutter, cut into rounds and 
skewer onto popsicle sticks 
for brownie lollipops. 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup (250 mL) all-purpose 
flour 

1 tbsp (15 mL) instant 
espresso powder 
1/4 tsp (1 mL) salt 


6 oz (175 g) bittersweet 
chocolate, chopped 
2 oz (60 g) unsweetened 
chocolate, chopped 
3/4 cup (175 mL) unsalted 
butter, cubed 

1 1/2 cups (375 mL) sugar 

2 1/2 tsp (12 mL) vanilla 
4 large eggs 

3/4 cup (175 mL) semi-sweet 
chocolate chips 

METHOD: Preheat oven to 
350°F (180°C). Butter a 13- x 
9-inch (3 L) baking pan and 
line with parchment paper 
(or grease pan and dust with 
flour). 

In a small bowl, combine 
flour, espresso powder and 
salt. Set aside. 

In a medium heatproof 
bowl over a pot of barely 
simmering water, melt bit¬ 


tersweet chocolate, unsweet¬ 
ened chocolate and butter to¬ 
gether, stirring occasionally. 
(Make sure no water touches 
the chocolate.) Remove from 
heat and add sugar and 
vanilla; stir with a wooden 
spoon or spatula until 
smooth. Stir in eggs, one at a 
time, until incorporated. Fold 
in flour mixture. Stir in 
chocolate chips. 


Spread in prepared 
pan and bake for 25 to 
30 minutes, or until set 
but a few crumbs 
stick to tester when 
inserted. Let cool on 
a rack.

Free speech at heart of doc 


Actor Stein explores 
volatile world of 
Intelligent Design

Ben Stein admits that he's 
probably most famous for his 
deadpan cameo as a teacher 
in Ferris Bueller's Day Off, 
though at various times he 
has been a game show host, a 
speechwriter for Richard 
Nixon, and a columnist for 
Penthouse magazine. His ca¬ 
reer has had many different 
chapters, but the latest puts 
him in the middle of a con¬ 
troversy that most people 
probably thought had been 
laid to rest with the Scopes 
Monkey Trial. 

As the narrator and pro¬ 
tagonist of the documentary 


Expelled, Stein goes on a 
journey through the univer¬ 
sities, museums and scien¬ 
tific institutions of American 
and Britain, trying to figure 
out just why everyone there 
seems to be in a rage about 
Intelligent Design, a theory 
that suggests that some sort 
of built-in logic or interven¬ 
tion might be the best way to 
explain away questions that 
still bedevil the study of evo¬ 
lution. Jobs have been lost, 
reputations damaged or even 
destroyed, and battle lines 
drawn across almost every 
scientific discipline. 

Stein insists that he was 
sure that he'd get answers 
from the Darwinian camp that 
would make ID look like the 
joke it's supposed to be. "Three 
years ago or whenever we 
started this, I thought I was 
going to come to a completely

different result than the one I 
came to," Stein says. "I thought 
I'd just go to (ID's proponents), 
and I'll say, look, this is an in¬ 
teresting idea but we now 
know that you guys are fruit¬ 
cakes, and so we now know 
the answers. But we never 


found the answers, and frankly 
their answers started to sound 
more and more plausible." 

Ultimately, Stein says he re¬ 
mains less interested in scien¬ 
tific theories than freedom of 
speech, and the way that any 
debate about ID has been 


crushed or dismissed outright 
- a spectacle that he's shocked 
to see happening in the U.S., 
though Canadians have had a 
front row seat on a similar 
suppression of speech with 
our Human Rights Tribunal 
cases.. 

"To tell you the truth, I 
don't have particularly 
strong feelings about ID. I 
have a strong feeling that 
Darwinism doesn't explain 
as much as people think it 
does, but I'm not worried 
about that one way or an¬ 
other, but I'm very worried 
about freedom of speech is¬ 
sues. I'm worried about 
them in the U.S. and, from 
what I've been told by close 
Canadian friends, I'm wor¬ 
ried about them in Canada, 
too. I think Canada has some 
big free speech issues it's 
facing now."

The only other multiple 
winner was the hip-hop duo 
UGK, consisting of Bernard 
"Bun B" Freeman and the re¬ 
cently deceased Chad "Pimp 
C" Butler.
